• A self-ballasted electrodeless fluorescent lamp comprising a connection wire for 
electrically connecting the induction coil and the circuit board extends fi*om one end 
of the induction coil into a region beyond an outer edge of the cavity portion, and is 
connected to the circuit board, and the connection wire is placed so as to be spaced 
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apart from a sealing portion of the outer and inner tubes, as called for in independent 
claim 1 (claims 2-6 and 7-10 are allowed since they are dependent on claim l); and 
• A self-ballasted electrodeless fluorescent lamp comprising a connection wire for 
electrically connecting the induction coil and the circuit board extends from one end 
of the induction coil into a region beyond an outer edge of the cavity portion, and is 
connected to the circuit board, and the connection wire is placed so as to be spaced 
apart from a sealing portion of the outer and inner tubes, as called for in independent 
claim 7 (claims 11-13 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 7).
